Rule 1, Facilities and Equipment 

SECTION!. THE PLAYING COURT 



a. THE PLAYING COURT shall he a rec* 
tanguiar surface fn^e from obstructions 
and shall have a maximum length of 94 
feet (28,67[n} and width of 50 feet 
(IS. 25m) or a minimum length of 74 
feet (2:, 57m) and width of 42 f*?et 
(12,81iit). The overhead clearance* should be 22 feet (6.71m) or 
more. By mutual agreement of the captains, ^imtilcr courts may be 
used. The court shall be mark^r^ by well*defined lines, 2 inches 
(5.08em) in width and, if posiiible, lU lect '3,05m) from any outside 
obstruction. Contrasting i;olored floor d'eas may be used instead of 
2-ineh (5.08cm) boundary lines by paiitting or staining the out-of- 
bounds area in a width of 2 to 4 feet (,610-L22m), The center cir- 
cle and the areas between the free-throw lines and the cndltnes may 
also be painted or stained in order that the dividing lines between 
the two colors will be the boundaries. The court shall be divided into 
two equal parts by a line drawn parallel to the endlines. The division 
line shall be 2 inches {S,08cm) wide^ Any ha/ardous obstruction 
within 6 feet { 1 .8imj of the endline is to be padded, 

b. A CENTER RESTRAINING CIRCLE having a radius of 6 fci^t 
{L83ni) and marked with a line 2 inches (5,08cm) wide shall be 
marked in the center of the court. 

c. A FRbE'THROW LINE shall be marked at each end of the eourt. 
These lines shall be 2 inches (5.08cn]) wide, drawn across t^at^h 
frce-ihrow circle r^rallel to the endline. The farther edges of each 
frce^throw line shall be 15 feet (4.575m) distance from the face 
of the backboard.

Thk does not im^y that fotds 
and violations off the ball should beigiioTed;«U fotds and vkUsp 
tlons should be called when they occur Rather it Implies that 
when the ban is in this area most of the playeiv are actively 
involved and the efforts of both officials are needed. However, 
the attention of the officials should be divided l^ween **on" 
and "off* the bait. 

2. When a piess occuis, either full court of center courts both 
officials should be actively involved and watch for fouls. Hack- 
ing and holding foub are prevalent in this situation. Call them 
closely. 

3. Both officials should keep moving so that they have a clear view 
of the play at all times. Officials should rarely be directly 
oppcnate each other or on the same side as play moves up and 
down the court. Officials should surround the play on out-of- 
bounds situations as well as during play. On an out-of-bounds 
situation* the officials should t^sition themselves such that the 
l^yer thmwing the ball in is between them and they have 
surrounded the play.

At the time of the first foul, it would be wise for the official 
who called the foul to remind the offender that the third foul 
will result in a request to leave the area.
